DAVE. BECK, president of 
the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters, recently made a 
four-week trip to several Eu- 
ropean countries to, as he him- 
self says, “see what help Amer- 
ican Teamsters can give to de- 
feat Communism around the 
world.” 

A lengthy report by Beck on 
his trip appears in the current 
issue of the union's magazine, 
the Teamster.
